Tomirtaga 
wa's" found crouching in a door- 
way at 529 Twelfth street, the 
smoking- 38 - caliber revolver 
Vith which the killing had been 
committed, still grasped in his 
hand. 


Tbshida, who has been prominent in the 


Oakland Japanese colony 
for 
several 


•years, was shot throutfh the spine from 
behind by his assailant. Ho was taken 
'to the Receiving Hospital, where Dr. A. 
<C. Smith and Dr. G. G. Reinle probed for 
the bullet, and found that the lower por 
tlon of the^body had been paralyzed by 
the wound. Toshlda was removed to tha 
Providence Hospital, where he died fe. 
an' early hour this morning. Toshlda re- 
trained consciousness before he died and 
identified Tomlnaga as the man who had 
Jsbot him.

MAHA, Neb., March 24.—More than 100 killed, twice that 


number badly injured and hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars' worth, of property destroyed, briefly tells the. story 
of the tornado which swept through Omaha and its su- 


burbs at 6 o'clock last evening in an almost straight path from 
four to six blocks wide and eight miles long. It was by far th« 
most appalling catastrophe that evr has visited Omaha. 


An estimate at 3 o'clock this afternoon gives the death list 


from last night's storm at 140 mth 240 injured. 


Throughout the stricken districts the ' streets are filled with 


masses of debris from wrecked houses and uprooted trees and 
tangled electric wires,* making street car service impossible, 
wagon and automobile travel almost so, and offering serious ob- 
stacles to pedestrians. 


,The list of known dead, although already a long one, is believed 


by those who have been over a good part of the devastated terri- 
tory to be but a beginning. 


Mayors of cities in all parts of the country have telegraphed 


offers of assistance. 


COUNCIL BLUFFS STRICKEN. 


COUNCIL BLUFFS, Iowa, March 24.—Reports late today from 


Iowa indicate that the life and property loss there will be far 
greater than at first indicated. Meager reports from Mills county, 
immediately to the south of Pottawatomie, are that deaths are 
reported from every town in the county reached by telephone. A 
large number of towns are yet to be heard from. 


Eastern Council Bluffs suffered heavily. Twelve or fifteen

Colorado City of Over 12,000 


Inhabitants Has Only One 


Car. 


(By EDMUND CRfNNlON.) 


The distinction of owring the Jtmly 


motor car in a city of 12,000 inhabitants 
is claimed by M. A. Nicholson, a prom- 
inent mining man of LeadvHle, Colo. No 
stringency of the money market is re- 
sponsible for this motorless condition, 
as LeadvlIIe boasts of more millionaires 
than the average city of twice Its siza. 
The fault is placed at the door of Mother 
Nature, who piled a choice assortment 
of articles in and around Colorado's high- 
est municipality and sought to hedge It 
In from modern methods of transporta- 
tion. 


"Until Nicholson purchased his car the 


citizens knew the automobile only through 
the occasional visits of motorists in high-, 
powered cars. Almost without exception' 
these few intrepid motorists confined 
their efforts to a single trip and mentally ^ 
erased 
Leadville 
from 
future 
touring 


schedules. 
Present indications, however, | 


point to a revival of Interest in auto- 
mobiles and tha Nicholson car's perform-. 
ance may result in the opening up of the 
city as a market for motor cars. 


Among the drawbacks to motoring In 


climbs encountered in reaching the city. 
At the great altitude to which the town ] 
is situated water bolls at 25 to 30 de- j 
grees lower temperature than at sea' 
level. Thus the motor car owner whose 
machine performs faultlessly In the city 
of Denver finds the cooling system of his 
car totally inadequate in a city whose aJ-1 
titude is twice as great- Added to the 
effects on the cooling system is the dis- 
concerting action of the carburetor. On 
the trip from Salida to Jjeaaville over 
the best route available there is a rise of j 
over 5000 feet inside of fifty miles.

By adding a small tank to the upper por- 
tion of the car's radiator, he forestalled 
the greatest difficulty met with in climb- j 
Ing the long hills In the greatly rarified| 
atmosphere, that of overheating.

but is sufficient to act as a safety device 
and prevent damage to the 'car-

dash control of tho carburetor has also 
made things easy for Nicholson, as he is 
enabled to meet tho changes of atmos- 
phere without alighting from the car or 
even bringing it to a stop.

OF STftTE COLLEGES 


Mills Committee Would Devote 


All Funds to Education of 


Youth. 


Declaring that th* resources of Cali- 


fornia colleges should be devoted in their 
entirety to the promotion of education, a 
committee of the Mills College faculty is 
urging exemption of "educational plants" 
of the State from taxation. 
The Mills 


College committee is composed of Luclla 
Clay Carson, president; Helen N. Henry, 
registrar; Jane 
Gay Dodgr, 
Clara L. 


Smith and Earle G. LIrtsley. 


At present all the property of higher 


educational institutions in 
California Is 


taxed tho same as other property, with 
the exception of that held by the Uni- 
versity of California, Stanford and Goes- 
well Polytechnic college. 
This State Is 


declared to bo the only ono in the union 
which does not grant exemption. 


To meet this condition 
an amend- 


ment to the State constitution has been 
Introduced in tbo Legislature by Sen- 
ator Gates of Los Angeles and Is now 
before the revenue and taxation com- 
mittee of the Sonata and the constitu- 
tional amendments committee of the As- 
sembly. 


EXEMPTION FROM TAXES. 


It read*: 
"Any educational 
Institution 
of col- 


legiate grade within the State of CaU- 
forr.ia, not conducted 
for profit, shall 


hold exempt from taxation its grounds, 
not exceeding 1GO acres, Its building and 
equipment, bonds and other securities, 
usea ssclyjKvely for the purpose or edu- 
cation." 
Under the proposed enactment, if «my 


educational Institution 
holds lands or 


buildings -which are not used lor edu- 
cational purposes, but are hold aa an In- 
vestment or rented for profit, such rsal 
estate -would not be exempt from taxa- 
tion. 


The leading institutions which 
would 


be benefited hy this change are Mills and 
St. Mary's colleges in Oakland, St. Igna- 
tius (n Ban Francisco, University of the 


at San Jose and Santa Clara col- 


lege at Santa Clara, for the northern 
part of the State. In the south there 
arc the Universities of Southern 
Cali- 
fornia. Occidental college and St. Vin- 
cent'* coll-no In bos Angeles: Throop 
Polytechnic Institute In Puadena, Whit- 
tier college In Whlttler, Pomona col- 
lege In Claremont and the University ot 
Redlands at Redlands.

Skald to the viking! The modesty of the hardy Norse navi- 


gator is not less than his daring and endurance. Captain Roald 
Amundsen says he is not prompted to explore the unknown, 
frozen seas by a love of adventure, but he has in his veins the 
blood of a hundred generations of bold sailor men, who pushed 
their beaked prows into every sea between Iceland and the 
Isthmus of Suez, while the descendants of Clovis still sat on the 
Prankish throne in Gaul, and he feels the craving for peril and 
adventure strong within him. 


But there is nothing spectacular about this silent modest gen- 


tleman schooled to patience and self-denial, for he carries noth- 
ing of the diablarie of the sea about him, and he reduces a stirring 
tale of courage, toil, privation and endurance to terms so matter 


of fact that his hearers forget that hunger, peril and hardship in 
the vast glooms and frozen silences of the polar regions call for 
the stoutest qualities of mind and body—the kind of bravery 
Napoleon called 3 o'clock in the morning courage. 


Captain Amundsen is a true descendant of Red Eric. His 


name is enrolled among the immortals of history; he has threaded 
the Northwest passage in a little wooden ship, and planted the 
flag of Norway on the ice cap at the South Pole, and given the 
world a lesson in daring and courage that will be inspiring to all 
future generations. 
When he ascends to Valhalla, let us hope 


the gods 'will welcome him as one of themselves. His career 
proves that the Scandinavian strain is true to its ancient breeding. 


Again skald to the viking! Hail and bon voyage! THE 


TRIBUNE hopes he will return from the Far North with fresh 
laurels, and that he will enjoy the peace and comfort of an old age 
filled to the brim with honors and happiness. 


Expansion of Oakland's Business Center. 


The showing made in yesterday's TRIBUNE regarding the 


plans that are being matured for the expansion of the central 
business district and the early construction of three or more cost- 
ly twelve-story Class-A office buildings in the vicinity of the nev? 
city hall is impressive reading for non-residents in other parts of 
the country who are taking an interest in Oakland's growth. The 
number of this class of people is multiplying owing to the in- 
creased publicity Oakland is receiving both in and out of the 
State. 


But what must most deeply impress the average-Oaklander is 


the enormous value of the new city hall as an agent for the pro- 
motion of the private improvement of property. It has been the 
most influential factor in the creation of a permanent business 
center. Before the plans of the hall were adopted and the bonds 
to defray the cost of its erection, there was, strictly speaking, no 
certainty where the permanent center of business would finally 
be located. Large rival property interests were pulling and plan- 
ning to pull it first this way and again in the opposition. Any 
new building enterprise was liable to cause an apparent new 
shift in the center of business development. The building of the 
city hall has finally anchored it. 


The final determination of the center of the chief business 


district has, very naturally, given permanent stability to the 
values of property. The big retail department shops are cluster- 
ing around the city hall, and towering office buildings are rising 
on the sites only very recently occupied by perishable buildings 
of trifling value, yielding insignificant rents. And it is quite 
plain now that the future expansion of the central retail district 
will be pretty nearly uniform in all directions which will thus 
result finally in the development of such a compact and conveni- 
ent business quarter as few big cities possess. A large number 
of large and costly business structures have been erected within 
the last five years in Oakland; but it will be noted by the careful 
observer that they are all located within a short radius of the new 
city hall and that expansion is following the outer line of the 
dircle. 


BACK FROM ALBANY 


f\n Important Distinction. 


Dr. David Starr Jordan calls attention to the broad distinction 


between the high cost of living and the cost of high living. The 
two are often confounded. What were deemed luxuries a genera- 
tion ago are reckoned necessaries today. The standard of com- 
fort has risen with an enormous bound during the last quarter of 
a century. The demand for better food and clothes and shorter 
hours of labor is worldwide. Wages have gone up in consequence 
£Tid food 2nd clothing co?t more ?? ati ir.e'"it?<bl|5 iwtilt Although 
the upward advance has been so rapid and so desultory that rela- 
tive values have been somewhat dislocated, and are yet to be 
equalized. 


But much of the complaint about the high cost of living is 


really directed at the cost of high living—the cost of luxuries, 
amusements and other non-essentials. The combination of the 
salaried clerk and the automobile is an illustration of the extrava- 
gant tendency of the age and the confusion of thought as to what 
constitutes the necessaries of life. 


While we share Dr. Jordan's abhorrence of war, we cannot 


agree with his estimate of the evils resulting from war and prepa- 
ration for war. The cost of living is not enhanced by military 
enterprise and preparation nearly so much as he imagines; there 
are compensations he overlooks entirely or minimizes to an un- 
warrantable extent. Nevertheless the general truth of his indict- 
ment of war as inhuman, horrible and useless devastation must 
be conceded. 


Yet the cost of living is not materially advanced by the cost

does not produce, as a necessary consequence, a;a advance in the 
price of the products of jabor and the soil. 
•; 


The purchasing power of money has declined in obedience to a 


natural law. The volume of money has increased enormously 
during the last twenty years. The abundance of money has de- 
creased its relative value. There has not been a corresponding in- 
crease in the production of foodstuffs. 
A bushel of wheat is 


therefore worth more gold than it was worth a few years ago. 
Also there are more mouths to feed, and an insistent demand for 
more food and better food. The pressure on subsistence is in- 
creasing, while the volume of money is swelling. Every year we 
have more1 dollars, but not another acre of land. We measure 
the value of; labor and food by an ever-changing ^scale. The weights 
are growing lighter every year, yet we expect the articles to be 
weighed and value to remain stationary in price. 


We persist in making the medium of exchange the measure 


of value when it is not and never can be. A financial fallacy can 
never abrogate the law of supply and demand, which is at the 
bottom of the whole problem of adjusting compensation to the 
cost of living. The money supply is superabundant, while the in- 
crease in the food supply hardly keeps pace with 1#e increasing 
demand.

REPORT IS ISSUED 


SAN FRANCISCO. March 24. — The 


Seventh annual report of the president 
sujl treasurer of tile Carnegie "foundation, 
v.-;*sh has just appeared, covers the year 
ended September 30, 1912. 


The endowment in the hands of the 


trustees at that time amounted to ap- 
proximately $14,000,000. and the income 
for the year 
amounted to $676,488, of 


•which $634,497 was expended. From. Its 
first pension payment in June, 1906, to 
•the end of the fiscal year September 30, 
1912, -the Foundation has distributed $2,- 
077.S14 in retiring allowances to profes- 
sorJ^xnd $238,590 in widows' pensions—a 
total of $2,316,404. In all 429 retiring al- 
lowances and 90 widows' pensions have 
been granted, of which 9S have terminated 
through death and 23 at the expiration of 
temporary grants, leaving 315 retiring al- 
lowances and 83 -widows' pensions in force 
at the end of the year!

AVOID HARD WATER 


By LILLIAN RUSSELL

ARD water, which is made so by the deposit of lime 
in surrounding soil, should not be used for bath- 
ing unless soft water cannot be obtained, for it 
cracks the epidermis and roughens and reddens it 
out of all semblance to beauty. But if it must be 
used it can be somewhat softened by adding to it 


just enough borax or ammonia to make the water feel smooth. 
And now what kind of soap is best? For soap must not be 
omitted in cleansing the body. The housewife knows full well 
that she cannot cleanSe her china or her linen without soap, 
and it is-quite as unreasonable to suppose that skin, which is 
constantly exuding oil, fatty matter, can be cleaned either 
with hot or cold water alone. Soap is needed in bathing the 
body just as surely as it is needed in washing linen. For gen- 
eral use I always use the pure imported castile. But you must 
remember that what will agree with my skin might not agree 
with yours, so the matter of soap is also one of individual dis- 
cretion. 
But cheap soaps must be emphatically forbidden, 


even though they may be fair to see and agreeable to the nos- 
trils. A cheap soap usually contains alkali and filthy fatty 
matter necessitated by its cheap character. It may .perform 
its work of making a good suds, but its later effects on the 
skin are sure to be deplorable. In bathing establishments un- 
der medical supervision and patronized by the most refined 
and hypercritical of people one rarely sees other than castile 
or the pure unscented white soaps. Do avoid all highly col- 
ored and highly perfumed soaps, and there is apt to be little 
virtue in the so-called medicinal soaps; the name is usually an 
advertisement only and does not guarantee worth. 


The great thing to remember in the use of soap is that after 


a good lather has been made on the skin, every particle of the 
soap must be rinsed off. The housewife knows what effect 
soap left in linen will have, turning the white fabric a deep 
tone of yellow, the soap left on the skin will have exactly the 
same effect—it will wither and yellow it. Toilet soaps are a 
mixture of alkali and fat or oil. The alkali may be soda, which 
occurs in all hard soaps, or potash, which blended with fat or 
oil, makes a soft soap. The toilet ammonia is a blend of the 
alkali ammonia and fat. The excellence of soap depends upon 
the chemical purity of the soda, potash or ammonia, and the 
nature and purity of the animal fat or the vegetable oil. As a 
rule a superfatted soap should be used and must be used when 
the skin is at all dry, but when the skin is moist from the 
natural oil secreted by it, a transparent soap on the glycerin 
order is required. These soaps contain an excess of alkali, 
which blends with the moisture and renders it harmless. Re- 
member, the best time for a bath is an hour before or two 
hours after eating.
